The  following  remarks  about  the  1915  Pioneer  Day 
celebration  are  from  an  article  entitled.  Pioneer 
Day  At  Clinton  Center,"  that  was  published  in  Tire 
Wayne  Independent  in  1935: 

And  on  that  memorable  day  [August  27,  1915], 
about  400  people  from  the  immediate  vicinity 
and  near-by  towns,  gathered  to  witness  the  un¬ 
veiling  and  dedication  of  this  monument  [the 
"Early  Settlers  and  Ministers"  Monument].  At 
the  cemetery  a  brief  history  of  the  first 
settlers  and  the  early  ministers  was  given  by 
the  chairman,  E.  M.  Peck.  [A  fragment  of  this 
text  has  come  down  to  us.]  After  repairing 
[to]  the  church  auditorium  Sheldon  Norton 
gave  an  interesting  and  instructive  address 
on  his  boyhood  recollections  of  these  pioneer 
settlers.  [This  is  the  Sheldon  Norton  text 
referred  to  immediately  below.]
